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DETAILED ACTION 

The indicated allowability of claim 8 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Toyooka et al. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Response to Amendment 
Due to the newly discovered rejection, the finality of the office action mailed 9 July 2008 
is withdrawn. 

The amendment filed after final on 29 September 2008 has not been entered. 
Claim Objections 

Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: "seemless" should be 
replaced with "seamless." Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1, 3 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Toyooka et al (US 6,290,789 Bl). 

Regarding Claims 1 and 3, Toyooka et al is applied as discussed in the office action 
mailed 6 November 2007. Regarding Claim 8, the "cold-drawing" limitation implies a product 
by process claim limitation. Since the prior art reads on the structure, then the burden shifts to 
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the applicant to show an unobvious difference. See MPEP § 21 13. Toyooka et al teaches 
substantially the same induction heated low carbon steel tube. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Toyooka et al as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Kondo et al (US 6,024,808). 

Toyooka et al in view of Kondo et al is applied as discussed in the office action mailed 9 
July 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5, 7 and 10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Toyooka et al teaches 
drawing before induction heating as set forth in the previous office actions. However, Toyooka 
et al does not each cold drawing; Toyooka et al teaches a temperature range of 750-400 C 
(column 10, lines 33-56). There is no basis to suggest that the drawing in Toyooka et al could be 
done at a lower temperature, since Toyooka et al teaches that rolling temperatures lowers than 
400 C increases deformation resistance, and the working strain tends to remain due to 
insufficient recovery and recrystallization of the material (lines 48-52).
